ment, rather than a humane resort for the 
subjects of dire adversity, the afilicted, 
and helpless. With a confidence mis- 
placed, and a beneficent quiescence, you 
sit by vour hearth, and reflect that you 
have done your duty towards your less 
fortunate fellows, and if ‘perchance in re- 
trospection you think ofthe ‘* poor tax,”’ 
you console yourself in the belief that all 
concerned in its disbursement are good 
and true men, and your benevolence has 
diminished sutfering. In giving to the 
oublic my experience at the **County 
Hospital and Poorhouse’* from the Ist of 
May tothe present time, as assistant to 
the county physician, IT am instigated by 
no other motive than the general welfare 
of those for whose benefit it was fonnded 
and awaken from aculpable apathy those 
who are ignorant of the palpable misman- 
agement and gross perversion of the ends 
desired and anticipated by its projectors 
and present benefactors. 
If it should comport with your inclina- 
tion, philanthropy, and a consistent pride 
in your charities, avail yourself by ocular 
demonstration of life in the meanest dom- 
iciles and most wretched homes in the 
county, and life in your Poorhouse, vou 
will decide in favor of unimprisoned men- 
dicity rather than the fare of a county 
You permit your conscience to 
soothed by contributing your mite 
without investigating the justice or hon- 
esty of its distribution or application. 
Society has no enigma, or charity more 
worthy of close investigation than your 
‘*County Hospital and Poorhouse,”’ the 
more especially and imperative when 
the sole arbiter, the unshackled dictator 
of its. destinies while emphatically boast- 
ing of his Teutonic antecedents without a 
blush or sense of conscious degradation, 
declares himself no better than a negro 
that*heisa Radical all over, ‘‘ and will 
work theinstitution without any com- 
pensation,’’ etc. Every one knows, or 
ought to know, that no man arts without 
amotive.

You are informed by him that he is 
“boss’’; no one, he says, has any 
right toorder anything or do anything 
without consulting him, but the aroma of 
despotism in this form is so congenial to 
the class he governs, that it instills awe 
and reverence rather than disgust and 
contempt.

It 
certainly eannot be spent in subsisting 
the inmates, for inthe six weeks of my 
observations not a particle of vegetable 
viands were furnished them. Execrable 
meat, served by the Doctor's brother-in- 
law, as I understood,) bread, and coffee, 
diluted to the consistency of dirty water, 
comprised the invariable diet.

WHO IS REGISTRAR? 


Williams in the Role of an tnjunc- 
tionist. 


He Neither Attends to His Duties 
nor Allows Anyone Else to do so. 


Commissioner Broughner Enjoined. 


Barbour Lewis Gone to Nashville. 


Williams, the late Commissioner of 
Registration, seems determined not to re- 
tire to private life without a struggle to 
retain the office that he has already pros- 
tituted and disgraced so shamefully. 
Ever since the news of the appointinent 
of his successor his actions plainly indi- 
cated this much, but up to yesterday noth- 
ing definite was known as to his probable 
course of action, | 
Yesterday morning, we are informed, 
Mr. Broughner called upon him and askod 
him if he was ready to turn over his office 
books, papers, ete. Williams answered 
that he was not, that hjs books and papers 
were in such a condition that he could 
not turn them over.: Mr. Broughner then 
asked him when he would have them 
ready—to name his hour, Willlams sug- 
gested the next day(to-day.) Mr. Brough- 
ner demurred to that, and Williams at 
last said that he would be ready to make 
a transfer at 4 o’clock p.m, that day (ves- 
terday. ) 

This was satisfactory to Ma. Broughbner, 
and he left, fully believing that Williams 
was in earnest, and that he intended to 
make the transfer, At fouro’elock he re- 
turned to find that the late Registrar, 
with his usual regard for his veracity and 
good faith (and in imitation of his conduct 
during the late election), had locked up 
the office and could nowhere be found, 
An hour or so passed by and no Wil- 
liams, and Mr. Broughner, after waiting 
until he was tired, started for home, On 
his way thither he was overtaken by a 
Deputy Sherit!, who served an injunce- 
tion, issued by Chancellor Smith, restrain- 
ing him from interfering with Williams 
inany way, or in any manner exercising 
the duties of the office of Registrar, and 
ordering him to appear on Friday, June 
25th, and show cause, ete., ete., after the 
usual form of such documents. 

This proceeding, though not unexpected 
by Mr. Broughner, somewhat astonished 
him, but he made immediate arrange- 
ments for the emergeney, and will be on 
hand on Friday as ordered by the Chan- 
cellor. 

Thus the matter stands at present. We 
understand that Barbour Lewis, after a 


prolonged consultation with Williams, 
eft for Nashville vesterday with the 


avowed purpose, it issaid, of having Mr. 
Broughner’s commission revoked. In 
this it is possible that he may succeed, but 


Asto the injunction, in whatever way 
it may be decided, the result will be the 
same for Williams, If the Chancellor de- 
‘cides that the Governor has not the right 
ito remove a Registrar, the office réveristo 
Mr. Davis, the original appointee; if he 
decide that he has the right, Mr. Brough- 
neris the appointee, fn-any ease Wil- 
liams is now an usurper, and should be so 
treated.

THE REASON WHY. 


The Solution of the Freight Ques- 
tion---A Union Depot Wanted. 


proposed Barge Line hetween St. Louis 
and Memphis, the Memphis and St. Louis 
Packet Company, and the future of Mem- 
phis, may not be uninteresting to Mem- 
phians, notwithstanding so much has been 
said on the subject. 

Memphis people complain a great deal 
as wal as Memphis rajlroud men, that 
freight from up the river, for the interior 
of our country, should stop at Colurmbus, 
Ky., and be transferred from that place 
into the interior. The reason why freight 
is transferred at that point is chietly this: 
Jransferring at Columbus is but an easy 
matter compared with transterring at 
Memphis: Itis more than a half mile 
from our boat landings to anv railroad de- 
pot! At Columbus, iKy., the railroad 
Warehouse and steamboat warchouse are 
one and the same. Freight ean be trans- 
ferred from steamer immediately into 
cars, if necessary, and vice rersa, even 
quicker than same freight could here be 
transferred from boat on .16 wagons and 
carts, to say nothing of the wear and tear 
by extra handlingand a rough ride of near- 
lv a mile over stony or maddy streets. In 
short, the time consumed in thus loading 
freight and carrying 10 a distant depot is 
equal to three times the time required in 
unloading and loading on to cars a 
Columbus! Thus you see the exrfra time 
eonsunied in handling freight here is suf- 
fieeni to allow it to reach its pluce of desti- 
natiow, in many eases, by the Columbus 
route, In addition to this delav in time, 
all this erfra handling hasto be peid for 
by the shipper. Taking these facts into 
consideration, as things are now situated, 
it is strange indeed that anv freight what- 
ever should come wa of Memphis! 
fact thata ‘regular Mempiiis(!) and St. 
Louis packet’ should be delayed at an 
insignuijicant landing, a few miles up the 
river fromiten to fifteen hours. transfer- 
ring freight which nafura//y should come 
through Wemphis reilects terribly npoen 
our cnterpise and spirit, Just think 
of one of our Meniphis merchanis or a 
stockholder in the Memphis snd Charles- 
ton Railroad, on his way from St. Louis 
to Memphis, sitting on one of ** our pala- 
tial and swift passenger packets’ at Co- 
lumbus, Kvy., watching for twelve or 
fifteen hours the deck hands transferring 
freight for Corinth, Miss., Water Valley, 
or some town on or near the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad! Do you think 
he would want to sell or hity stock in 
Memphis or the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad? 

We are not disposed to tind fault, with- 
oul proposing a reniedy for these great 
evils. 

The important and momentous ques- 
tion is, what shall we do to be saved? 
Willa‘ Barge Line” alone be sufficient? 
Will that do away with this old-fashioned, 
stow, and detestable process of transfer- 
ring nearly a mile on Wagons and carts? 
Certainly not; the great evil atill exists, 
Much better do away with the proposed 
Barge Line, and remedy the great eyil, 
which a/one would be sufficient to demol- 
ish the Barge Line. ‘Theremedy is simply 
this: Let the railroads, centering into 
Memphis, together with packet compa- 
nies, if necessary, unite in the eonstruc- 
tion, samewhere upon our levee, ofa 
“«frand Union Depot,” wherein all the 
railroads leading into Memphis shall ter- 
minate. The process of transferring 
freight and passengers will then be made 
easy, practicable and rapid. This is not 
an unreasonable proposition; it is nothing 
more than should have been done long 
ago, and something that must be 
done in time, and the quicker the 
better. The railroad depots of 
our city are net anv more elegant 
than they should be anyhow, allhough 
the ladies’ waiting room atthe depot ofthe 
Louisville railroad is hard to beat ITadmit. 
I know it is easier to bnild castles in the 
air than eastleson the ground, Rnt pone 
always supercedesthe other, Let us sup- 
osesuch aresult already accomplished. 
magine this stupendous structure at or 
near the foot of Jefferson street: trains 
direct from Louisville, Cineinnati, St. 
Louis, New Orleans, Chattanooga, Nash- 
ville, Charleston and New York, arriving 
hourly, allunder the saine roof; pavkets 
touching along side, discharging and re- } 
eciving cargoes to and from the cars; 
boys, wild with excitement, shouting 
“Memphis daily papers’; Conductors 
passing through the surging crowd, an- 
nonuacing departure of trains—-'* Allaboard 
for Jackson and New Orleans,*’ ** These 
ears fer Louisville, Cincinnati and Chiea- 
go,’ ** Cars will start in five minutes for 
Corinth, Chattanooga, Charleston, Nor- 
folk and New York,” “ Elegant packets 
at five o’clock for Cairo and St. Louis,” 
‘Cars leave Hopefieldin thirty minutes for 
Little Rock, Fort Smith, El Paso, San 
Diego and San Franciseo.’”

THE LATE SCANDAL.

A cily paper gave, Sunday invrning, 
what purported to be the particulars of a 
most seandalous affair, involving seduc- 
tion, ete. We were, at the time, suffi- 
ciently posted inthe matter to be aware 
that the account, as published, was al- 
most entirely erroneous. [In the first 
place, it was not the brother-in-law of 
the young girl who was the seducer; 
second, she had not been to Kentucky to 
school; third, the lady in search of her 
sister was accompanied by her husband, 
and had no occasion to draw a pistol; in 
fact, the story, though nicely told, was 
wide ofthe mark as far as actual facts 
went, The following is, briefly, the whole 
story: The young girl spoken of was sent 
to her relatives in Southern Indiana about 
a yoar since, in consequence of some im- 
proper acquaintance that she had formed; 
here she remained until some two months 
ago, when she went to Louisville to an- 
swerin person an advertisement in the 
Courier-Journal, which set forth that ‘a 
gentleman from Memphis, Tennes- 
see, of ample means, wished to sc- 
cvré the services of a young lady as 
governess to two young orphan girls.” 
The “gentleman from Memphis, with 
ample means,” turned out to be no wid- 
ower at all, nor had he reached a middle- 
age, nor had he any orphans, girls or 
boys—-but has since proved to be the 
book-keaper to a prominent business 
house of this city. At allevents, she met 
the party advertising in Louisville, though 
whether any definité understanding wasar- 
rivedat between them ornot is not known, 
but the pair arrived in this city almost 
simultaneously—the young girl going to 
her sister's house and the book-keeper to 
his ledger, on ———— street. The girl told 
her family that a gentleman, whose ac- 
quaitance she had formed in Louisville, 
would probably callon her. And he did. 
At first everything went onsmoothly, but 
after a whilethe brother-in-law discovered 
that the gentleman’ was already mar- 
ried, and the head of a family. This, of 
course, produced a commotion, and the 
visitor was warned oft ’’—distinctly and 
unmistakably. This brings us up to the 
first part of last week. The foolish girl 
was inconsolable for a day or two, at the 
interdiction ot the visits of her lover, but 
if was noticed that she returned from 
a long stroll, on the evening of 
the third day after, quite cheerful and 
in high spirits. These walks were taken, 
without intermission, every evening 
for four or five days—long enough to ex- 
cite the suspicions of her family—-when : 
watch was set upon her, and she was 
traced to a house in the northern portion 
of the city, and, by a strange coincidence, 
the man who had Been forbidden her sis- 
ter’s house was seen entering the same 
house.
